OPEN SESSION 


1. Chairman's remarks. 


The Chairman welcomed Mr. Arthur Pascal to the Board and thanked him for his 
willingness to join it. 


Mr. Duff expressed his happiness that Professor Bordan was to continue as Vice-Rector 
Academic for another term and the Board applauded this comment. 


2. Minutes of the previous (March 13, 1975) Meeting. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were 
approved. 


3. Business arising out of the minutes. 


(i) Report of the Ad Hoc Committee concerning the Student Fee for Course Changes. 


This report, presented by Father Graham, recommended the elimination of this 
fee. 


A motion was made and seconded that the Board agree to the abolition of this 
$5.00 fee. 


The Rector proposed that the motion be tabled until the overall fee package could 
be assembled and presented to the Board. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the motion was tabled as proposed. 


(ii) Part-time Students' Association Constitution of Concordia University: Sir George 
Williams Campus. 


This Constitution had been tabled at the last meeting to allow Governors to study 
it and also to permit a referendum to be held on it. 


The Rector reported that the referendum had approved the constitution by a 
significant majority of those voting (about 100). A motion to accept the 
constitution was moved and seconded. It was pointed out by the Rector that the 
drafts in Article 4 - Membership in the Association, might be interpreted to 
include graduate students. Two small amendments would take care of this 
problem. He therefore moved the following amendments to the motion, which 
was duly seconded: "In section 1 (a) of Article 4, insert after "Part-time students" 
the phrase, "excluding graduate students" with commas before and after. 


In section I (b) of Article 4, insert after "independent or partial students" the 
phrase, "excluding graduate students" with commas before and after." 


The amendment was voted on and carried. 


The amended motion was then put to the vote and carried.

The Chairman read a letter, dated April 9, from Mr. John Hannan saying that the 
report of the Committee could be expected by the Board at its May meeting. The 
Committee would meet on April 29 at Lacolle, Quebec to complete its 
recommendations to the Board.

Athletics 1975-76

The Rector gave notice of a motion to modify the Board of Graduate Studies in a 
way which would take account of the establishment of the University Faculty of 
Fine Arts.

Tuition Fee Changes: SGW Schools. 


A document on this matter had been circulated with the minutes. The Rector 
pointed out that this was the first increase asked for in five sessions. The increase 
was needed to reduce the deficit that would otherwise occur. 


On a motion duly made and seconded, the Board of Governors agreed to the 
increase of fees.
